STRUGGLING families are being forced to 
repay thousands of pounds they are entitled to 
because of errors in their Child Tax Credit 
claims. 

That is the warning from Southend’s 
Citizen’s Advice Bureau (CAB), where offi¬ 
cers are becoming increasingly concerned 
about the claw back of payments. 

Mother-of-three, Gemma Donaldson, from 
Southchurch, approached CAB after receiving 
a demand for £4,376. 

She claims she rang the Tax Credit Office in 
2006 to tell them her relationship had ended. 
But when she received her end of year state¬ 
ment in 2007, she realised the document still 
named her ex on it. 

She phoned to point out the error, but then 
received a bill for £4,376 for the ‘overpayment 
of Child Tax Credit’. She is still being pursued 
for the money, despite the fact she was entitled 
to at least the whole amount. 

Gemma said: “This bill has caused my fami¬ 
ly and I untold stress. It’s preposterous because 
you have no recourse - it’s just my word 
against theirs. 

“I did the right thing and now this has 
become a huge blight on my life. 

“Despite moving on, it is still hanging over 
me and has even made it necessary to be in 
touch with my ex, with whom I had an acri¬ 
monious break up.” 

A tax office spokeswoman said claimants are 
constantly advised to alert staff of any change 
in circumstances immediately. 

Anyone not receiving a confirmation letter 
within two weeks should contact the tax office 
again. 

CAB confirmed that people like Gemma had 
not technically been overpaid, but were being 
heavily penalised for making a mistake. 

Sonia Wood, who is Gemma’s caseworker at 
Southend CAB, said: “Surely there is a fairer 
way of dealing with those who do not declare 
a change in circumstances that is more propor¬ 
tionate to the misdemeanour. 

“Individuals who fail to return their self- 
assessment tax returns on time are fined £100, 
whereas those on tax credits face having to 
repay thousands of pounds if they are late with 
their annual return.”

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Campaigners’ fury 
over police photos

CAMPAIGNERS have criticised 
police for taking their photos at 
Southend Airport. 

Greenpeace Southend members 
were invited to talk with Liberal 
Democrat transport spokesman, 
MP Norman Baker, about the site 
plans in the airport’s cafe, which 
is open to the public. 

Lewes MP Mr Baker visited the 
site and met local members of 
Greenpeace and the anti-airport 


group, Stop Airport Expansion 
Now.

Greenpeace member Sheena 
Walker explained how police 
officers with cameras had made 
her feel uncomfortable.

nice. It was intimidating and 
unpleasant.” 

Rochford chief inspector Andy 
Prophet claimed he had gained 
information prior to the meeting 
on Wednesday, July 8, that sug¬ 
gested people might disrupt the 
airport. 

He added: “On the basis of this 
information, I took the decision 
to allow officers to use cameras. 

“Clearly this tactic is intrusive 
and must be considered on a case 
by case basis. 


“With the benefit of hindsight, I 
am able to report that the protest 
was a perfectly peaceful event 
and as such, I would like to assure 
anyone involved in the protest 
that all images obtained have 
been destroyed.” 

The taking of images is a tactic 
employed by Essex Police in a 
variety of situations to prevent 
crime and disorder. 

Both the taking of images and 
any subsequent retention of those 
images must be justified.

SOUTHEND 
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Pilot all set for 
cycle challenge

A NIMROD pilot from Westcliff 
is going to attempt a six-hour 
endurance race for charity. 

Chris Penneck, 26, is a former 
pupil of Westcliff High School for 
Boys and has been in the Air Force 
for seven years. 

He is going to race down the 
World Cup standard downhill 
mountain bike track at Fort 
William to raise funds for the 
RAF Benevolent Fund and then 
the British Heart Foundation. 

The Nevis Range Downhill 
Course is a flat-out charge down 
the face of Aonach Mor, the ninth 
highest mountain in the UK. 

The fastest riders in the world 
can complete the race in six min¬ 
utes at speeds of up to 70 kilome¬ 
tres an hour and do two runs over 
two days.

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Teen pleads 
guilty to 
race crimes 

A 17-YEAR-OLD boy from Shoebury has 
pleaded guilty to racially and religiously moti¬ 
vated crimes that were targeted towards a 
mosque in Southend. 

The holy centre has recently been subjected to 
a number of incidents of criminal damage and 
threats directed towards its members. 

As the youth had no previous convictions, he 
was sentenced to a nine month referral order 
(the minimum period being four months). 

PS Ian Elkins, Essex lead prosecutor on race 
hate crime, said: “We are pleased with the out¬ 
come of this case. 

“The CPS worked closely with Essex Police 
to ensure that the seriousness of these offences 
were reflected in the charges and we note that 
the racially and religiously aggravating features 
were specifically raised by the Magistrates as a 
reason for the length of the order. 

“We hope that the referral order will give this 
young man the opportunity to address some of 
his attitudes and to think through the conse¬ 
quences of his actions. 

“In the meantime, the CPS will continue to 
work closely with the police and other criminal 
justice partners to ensure that all communities 
feel safe and reassured.” 

The defendant pleaded guilty at Southend 
Youth Court last week to religiously aggravated 
criminal damage, racially aggravated threaten¬ 
ing behaviour and threatening behaviour.

Q; Will the agent ensure that a deposit is taken for dilapidations and 
damages? 

A: Check that the agent is registered with one of the Tenancy Deposit Schemes. 
The schemes allow tenants to get all or part of their deposit back when they are 
entitled to it and encourage tenants and landlords to make a clear agreement 
from the start on the condition of the property. 

Q; / have the property already insured. Is this sufficient? 

A: Probably not. Landlords need to check with their insurance provider, who 
should be made aware that the property is to be let. The landlord should ensure 
that he has cover for property owner’s liability, in case the tenant sues for 
negligence over an accident in the property. 

Q; If the property is being left unfurnished, I don’t need contents insurance 
cover, do I? 

Your property will almost certainly have flooring, window 
furnishings, light fittings, kitchen and central heating appliances. Any or all of 
these could be damaged by fire or flood or some other event. Check with your 
insurance company who will be able to provide you with appropriate information. 

Q: How long can I let my property for? 

A: A minimum initial tenancy period is usually for 6 months, although it is possible 
to create a longer fixed term. An agent will discuss the individual circumstances 
with the landlord and advise them of their options. As an agent we will be happy 
to negotiate tenancy terms that suit both the landlord and the tenant. 

Q; Can I visit and enter my property any time I want? 

A: No. Under the terms of the Assured Shorthold Tenancy agreement you have to 
allow tenants the privacy in their own home - known as quiet enjoyment. Your 
Agent will conduct regular inspections on your behalf during the tenancy term and 
therefore will be acting as your eyes and ears?

Q. I was surprised to learn that there still 
seems to be quite a discrepancy between the 
market value of my home and its insured 
value. Why is this - and how do I know if I 
have adequate cover? 

A. The market value of a property, and the 
value that is put on it for insurance purposes, are two very different things. Market 
value obviously reflects the price someone is prepared to pay for your home, while 
insured value is based on a calculation of what it would actually cost to rebuild it to 
the same specification in the event of something like a major fire. Even in the current 
market, the former is almost always higher - primarily because the insured value 
doesn’t take into account the value of the land on which a property sits. 
Consequently, this discrepancy shouldn’t really be a concern. 

Whether or not the insured value is actually correct is another matter altogether, 
however. Generally speaking, insurance companies increase their valuations 
annually in line with inflation - but that won’t necessarily reflect the true cost of 
labour and materials at any given time. Besides, they may have got their sums 
wrong in the first place. Then again, you may have significantly extended or 
improved your home over the years, and unless you make a point of telling your 
insurers, they won’t have taken that into account. 

As a general rule, I would advise you to check the insured value yourself every 2-3 
years. Do this by multiplying the total area of your home in square feet or metres 
(frontage x depth if it’s a flat or bungalow, or frontage x depth x the number of floors 
if it’s a house) by the appropriate rebuilding cost per square foot or square metre. 
These costs are published by the Royal Institute of Chartered Surveyors, and should 
be available from any qualified surveyor. They will tend to vary, depending on things 
like the age of the property or whether it is detached, semi or terraced.

WEST Wood in Hadleigh, is 
valuable open space and 
should be acquired by Castle 
Point Council, according to 
Councillors Brunt and 
Ladzrie. Local residents agree 
and have set up a petition 
which is lodged in a local post 
office. 

History repeats itself. In the 
1930s, Hadleigh Great Wood 
was under threat. A local doc¬ 
tor, Dr G Stovin, led the battle 
for Belfairs. He founded the 
South Essex Natural History 
Society with other deeply con¬ 
cerned naturalists in 1934. 

The campaign was dogged 
and lengthy, 1934 to 1938, 
and took four approaches to 
Southend Borough Council. 

Dr Stovin organised a peti¬ 
tion of 21,158 signatures, 
which eventually persuaded 
the council to act and make 


the purchase. 

South Essex Natural History 
Society is very concerned that 
West Wood, too, will be 
secured for the future. 

If a bona fide fund is set up 
by local people, we have an 
offer of a donation from an 
anonymous donor to support 
the cause.

problems 

IT is interesting that two of 
your recent correspondents 
were moved to write letters in 
support of the EU. 

Assertions that the EU has 
prevented wars amongst the 
member states of the EU are 
unprovable. What has been 
missed is the fact that the sep¬ 
arate nation states have been 
systematically deprived of the 
right to self determination as 
the EU has slowly but deter¬ 
minedly proceeds towards a 
totalitarian state. 

There is little difference 
between the EU Commission 
and the Politburo. 

From the UK point of view, 
there have been no material 
benefits from EU harmonisa¬ 
tion and the single market that 
we could not have achieved 
ourselves by less draconian 
regulations. 

Far from being a benefit 
trade-wise, we buy more from 
the other EU countries than 
we sell to them. On top of that 
we are providing vast amounts 
of money to keep the EU in 
existence as well as contribut¬ 
ing to other countries so they 
can add to our trading deficit. 

We also have to accommo¬ 
date anybody from any other 
EU member state who wants 
to come here. 

Evidence has been produced 
that these immigrants help our 
economy. That may well be 
the case in the short term and 
if looked at in isolation, but 
there are other relevant impli¬ 
cations and consequences. 

If the leaders of nations as a 
whole have accepted the EU, 
mainly because they can strut 
on a wider stage; large sec¬ 
tions of the populations have 
not. Neither has membership 
of the EU solved the long 
standing disputes between 
ETA and the Spanish 
Government; ownership of 
Gibraltar; the Turkish/Greek 
Cypriot problem or the status 
of Northern Ireland; to say 
nothing of the semi-detached 
state of Belgium. 

Even on our own doorstep 
we have a problem that 
Westminster politicians like to 
sweep under the carpet. 

This is the unfair treatment 
of the people of England who 
are denied the rights and priv¬ 
ileges awarded to Scotland, 
Wales and Northern Ireland.

I T is not just zoos, parks and 
museums that offer summer fun 
for the kids - shopping centres 
are doing their bit now too. 

It may be hard to believe but, 
although Bluewater in Kent has 
been open for more than 10 
years, I have never been there! 

I’m not sure why, to be honest, 
as it is only about 10 miles from 
my doorstep and, along with its 
shops, there are a host of things 
for the kids to do there too. 

So, the aim of our first ever out¬ 
ing to the shopping centre was an 
action-packed day out for the 
boys. 

There is everything from lakes, 
bike hire, play areas, rock climb¬ 
ing, mini golf, model boats, 
hydroballing, zip wires, aerial 
treks, trampolines, a carousel, and 
of course a cinema to keep them 
busy. And with ample family 
friendly restaurants, and plenty of 
places for picnics around its 
beautiful lakes, there is plenty of 
scope to spend a whole day 
there. 

So, with an itinerary including 
cycle hire, lunch, some beach fun 
and some high rope adventures, 
we set off for some fun at the 
start of the school holidays. 

Its Blue Lagoon area is a centre 
of activity for the kids, which is 
where we found the cycle centre.

Chevrolet’s compact citycar 


by Jonathan Crouch 


S MALL it may be but 
the Matiz citycar is of 
big importance for 
Chevrolet. More than 1.3 
million examples of this car’s 
predecessor now pound 
roads around the globe with 
up to 75 per cent of buyers 
being women. The current 
MK2 version must improve 
on this legacy - and it’s well 
prepared to do just that. 

The first time you see one, 
you might already guess 
that this is a Matiz: the fami¬ 
ly likeness, especially from 
the side, is very evident and 
the cheeky front end still 
smiles away at you. This is 
also still a small car, in a 
sector 
where other 
rivals are 
growing into 
superminis. 

But if you 
wanted a 
supermini, 
you’d have 
bought one. 

Chevrolet 
feel with 
good reason 
that citycars 
should be small, so this car 
remains very compact - 
1495mm wide and 3495mm 
long. 

Of course, you don’t want 
it to feel that small inside - 


and fortunately, this Matiz 
doesn’t. As before, it comes 
with five doors, by no 
means a given in this class. 
All are wide-opening with 
low sills to aid easy entry 
and exit in tight supermarket 
carparks. So far so good 
then. Even the prices 
shouldn’t put you off, rang¬ 
ing from the entry-level 0.8S 
model through to the 1 .OSE 
version that most customers 
will probably choose. At the 
top of the range, laden with 
air-conditioning and alloy 
wheels, sits the 1.0SE+. 

This car has a different, free, 
fun and chuckable joie de 
vivre very unlike the more 
responsible but ultimately 
rather dull feel of something 
in the 

Fiesta/Corsa 
class. As 
with the 
original 
Matiz, it’s 
hard to pin 
down exact¬ 
ly where this 
comes from. 
Probably, it’s 
a combina¬ 
tion of a 
more flexible 
design brief, the compact 
size and the cheeky styling. 

Chevrolet’s Korean design¬ 
ers had to get serious how¬ 
ever, when it came to tack¬ 
ling some of the failings of

the original model, mostly 
centred around fuel con¬ 
sumption, safety and com¬ 
fort. Let’s start with fuel con¬ 
sumption. For such a tiny 
machine, the original Matiz 
simply wasn’t as frugal as it 
should have been. In an 
effort to correct this, the 
engineers put their new 
design through the equiva¬ 
lent of an automotive slim¬ 
ming programme, as result 
achieving a weight saving of 
around 13 kilos. That, along 
with a sleeker 0.344 drag 
coefficient, has contributed 
considerably to fuel con¬ 
sumption across the board 
that’s 15 per cent better. 

The 1.0-litre model averages 
over 50mpg on the com¬ 
bined cycle while the 0.8- 
litre variant records nearly 
57mpg and now emits just 
119g/km of C02, slip¬ 
ping it down to tax 
band B. 

It can’t have 
been easy for the 
designers to 
achieve those 
weight savings 
when at the 
same time, they 
had to make the 
car safer with far more 
widespread use (51% 
as opposed to 37%) of 
high strength steel. It was 
very necessary to do this 
however. In high winds with 


huge lorries roaring round 
you, it was easy to feel very 
vulnerable in the original 
Matiz. For a variety of rea¬ 
sons, this one feels much 
more substantial - and a lot 
safer as a result. 

Which brings us on to 
comfort. You don’t expect a 
citycar to cosset you like a 
luxury saloon but you do 
expect at least to be able to 
have a conversation with 
your passengers at motor¬ 
way cruising speeds and not 
to make everyone feel sick 
when you’re running late 
over twisting secondary 
roads. 

This Matiz can now 
deliver in both 
these areas 
thanks to 


improved noise insulation 
and a new torsion beam 
rear axle. It isn’t very rapid in 
0.8-litre guise but the 14.1s 
figure for the 65PS 1.0-litre 
model many will choose 
should be quite adequate 
for most. 

Whichever version you go 
for, low servicing and insur¬ 
ance costs and a likely 
50mpg average all combine 
to create a three-year own¬ 
ership cost of around 13 
pence per mile, making the 
Matiz one of the UK’s 
cheapest cars to run. 

Overall then, a car which 


should continue to maintain 
Chevrolet’s 10 per cent 
share of the citycar seg¬ 
ment. With so many buyers 
of the original Matiz having 
been women, this car will 
continue to appeal to a 
female audience becoming 
more demanding by the day. 
Most good ‘A sector’ mod¬ 
els are these days good 
enough to make you ques¬ 
tion the need for something 
supermini-sized. 

This one adds a dash of 
spirit into the equation too - 
which might be enough to 
make the difference, not 
only for traditional Matiz cus¬ 
tomers but for a 
whole host 
of new

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B UYING a used car can be a 
confusing time. Do you 
understand the difference 
between a clone and a ringer? 
What is paper car fraud? What is 
the difference between a PCP 
and a PLP? More to the point, 
how do you protect yourself, if 
you don’t know what to look for? 

A good start is to make yourself 
aware of the meanings of com¬ 
monly used - and misused - 
terms in the used car market. 

A Ringer: A ringer is a stolen 
vehicle with a false identity. The 
name comes from the phrase 
‘dead ringer’, as the stolen vehicle 
has the registration number - and 
often the VIN (Vehicle 
Identification Number) - of another 
car. 

Clone: The identity of the car 
is duplicated onto another car 
and provides duplicate and 
forged documents. Thus seem¬ 
ingly identical cars are driving 
around with the same number 
plate. 

Cut & Shut: Sections of different 
vehicles (often crashed or unroad¬ 
worthy) are welded together to 
make one car. 

Clocking: The odometer 
mileage reading is changed to 
increase the value of the car. 

Often difficult to detect. 

VIN: Vehicle Identification 
Number (VIN, or chassis number), 
a much better identifier than the 
registration plate. The VIN usually 
has 17 digits, and is found on a 


metal plate in the engine bay of 
the car. It is also stamped into the 
car’s floor, usually near the driver’s 
seat. 

Paper car fraud: The car does¬ 
n’t actually exist, except on paper. 
A fraudster might then try to get 
finance to buy this fictitious 
“paper” car. 

Lemon: A dud car; a bad buy. 
Mechanically unsound or a vehi¬ 
cle with a dubious history. 

Write-off: A damaged or stolen 
car which the insurance company 
has decided to pay an agreed 
value for, rather than paying for 
the cost of repairs. May still be 
roadworthy depending on the 
category, see below. 

Categories Of Write-Off: 

Category A: A vehicle that 
should be totally crushed, includ¬ 
ing all its spare parts. 

Category B: A vehicle from 
which spare parts may be sal¬ 
vaged, but the bodyshell should 
be crushed and the car should 
never return to the road. 

Category C: An extensively 

damaged vehicle which the insur¬ 
er has decided not to repair, but 
which could potentially be 
repaired to a high standard. 

Category D: A damaged 

vehicle which the insurer has 
decided not to repair, but which 
could be repaired and returned to 
the road. 

Category F: A vehicle 

damaged by fire, which the insur¬ 

er has decided not to repair.

Shell

T HINK about it logically 
and you have to won¬ 
der why so many dri¬ 
vers are prepared to shell 
out serious money on their 
cars and subsequently 
pour the cheapest possible 
oil into their engines. The 
fact that you’re reading 
this suggests you’re the 
sort of car enthusiast who 
should well know better. 

We decided to put the 
manufacturer claims to the 
test and switched our long 
term car fleet to Shell Helix 
oil. 

That’s quite some under¬ 
taking given that we had to 
drain and replace the oil in 
five vehicles, but it was 
well worth doing. One of 
the vehicles, a Peugeot 
206, was due for an oil 
change anyway and it was 
starting to sound as if had 
developed something of a 
death rattle at start up. If 
some new oil could cure 
this tinniness, it would be 
hugely encouraging as this 
sound was starting to 
grate and judging by the 
twitching curtains of my 
neighbours, it was starting 
to annoy them.

Keeping these parts 
clean plays a big part in 
reducing noise, vibration 
and harshness.

This sort of claim is all 
well and good, but unless 
drivers can actually notice 
a difference, it’s likely to be 


regarded, in the same vein 
as the claims for face 
creams, a veritable crock 
of Boswelox. Shell have 
the data to back up the 
marketing hype. In an 
independent blind test of

2. Not to take more than four dogs at any one time onto specified land. This order applies to any land in the administrative area of 
Southend-on-Sea Borough Council open to the air and to which the public are entitled to have access (with or without payment). 

3. Keep dogs on a lead at all times in the following areas: 

The Order applies to 

1. Each and every length of road including adjacent pavements and verges within the administrative area of 
Southend-on-Sea Borough Council. 

2. All allotments. 

3. All promenades. 

4. The following formal gardens: 

Chalkwell Park Formal Gardens, Southchurch Park Formal Gardens, Churchill Gardens, Leigh Library Gardens, 
Prittlewell Square, Southchurch Hall Gardens, The Shrubbery Priory Park Foundation area walled garden 
and Centenary garden 

5. The following bowling greens: 

Belfairs Park Bowling Greens, Chalkwell Esplanade Bowling Greens, Cavendish Bowling Green, Eastwood 
Park Bowling Green, Priory Bowling Greens, Southchurch Park Bowling Green, Shoebury Park Bowling Green 
Green areas along the beaches (during 1st May to 30th September only). 

6. The following cemeteries: 

Sutton Road Cemetery, North Road Burial Ground, Leigh Cemetery, London Road Crematorium and memorial grounds 

7. The following churchyards: 

St. Mary's Church, Holy Trinity Church, St. Clements Churchyard, St. John's Churchyard 

4. Keep dogs on a lead, no longer than 6 feet in length when requested to do so by an Authorised Officer. This order applies to any 
land in the administrative area of Southend-on-Sea Borough Council open to the air and to which the public are entitled to have 
access (with or without payment).

Andy Hunt’s Norton is much faster than the Tri¬ 
umph, but it is heavier so it was holding other bikes 
up in the comers. That was all I needed to pull away. 

“It’s good to bounce back after the problems at 
Mallory and I’m looking forward to the next races.”
